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REPORT  OF  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


To  : His  V/orship  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  & Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Barnstaple. 


Mr.  Mayor,  Madam  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  Borough  for  the  Year  1963* 

The  Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimated  population  figure 
for  the  Borough  was  15,890  - an  increase  of  240  over  the  previous 
year . 

The  total  number  of  births  was  324,  and  the  total  number  of 
deaths  was  235*  There  were  5 infant  deaths  under  1 year  of  age, 

3 of  which  were  premature  births,  one  due  to  Septicaemia,  and  the 
other  due  to  Congenital  Heart  Disease.  There  was  one  death  between 
the  ages  of  1 - l4  years;  this  was  a road  accident  involving  a 
2-year-old  child. 

There  were  31  illegitimate  births  during  the  year,  giving  an 
illegitimate  birth  rate  of  9*56%  as  compared  with  5*53%  in  1962. 

This  must  be  about  the  sixth  year  since  the  introduction  of 
inoculation  against  Infantile  Paralysis.  During  this  period  no 
cases  of  this  disease  have  been  notified  within  the  Borough. 

In  1962  the  new  Abbeyfields  Junior  Training  Centre  was 
opened.  These  premises  provide  instructional  facilities  for  up  to 
60  children  who,  by  reason  of  handicap,  have  been  excluded  from  the 
normal  school  educational  system.  The  Centre  caters  for  the  needs 
of  children  in  the  North  Devon  area.  In  order  that  ail'  such  handi- 
capped children  could  attend  the  Centre,  and  to  curtail  the  amount 
of  travelling  /hich  those  from  the  outlying  districts  would  have  to 
undertake,  a new  Hostel  was  erected  and  opened  during  the  year. 

This  was  built  adjacent  to  the  Junior  Training  Centre,  and  provides 
weekly  boarding  accommodation  for  up  to  40  children. 
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The  Adult  Rehabilitation  Training  Centre  for  the  physically 
and  mentally  handicapped,  which  was  originally  started  at 
Alexandra  Road,  was  moved  temporarily  to  Ashleigh  Road,  prior  to 
its  f J^tal  transfer  to  the  former  Hawley  Hospital  premises.  The 
Hawley  Hospital,  which  served  as  the  T.H;  Hospital  for  the  area, 
closed  down  in  the  Spring,  and  the  premises  are  now  being  adapted 
for  the  Adult  Training  Centre.  All  tuberculosis  cases  requiring 
hospital  treatment  are  now  treated  at  Hawkmoor  Hospital,  Bovey 
Tracey. 


The  1961  Census  (Devon  County)  Report  has  now  been  received. 
This  contains  more  detailed  statistical  information  than  the 
previous  Preliminary  Report. 


The  1961  Census  population  figure  for  the  Borough  was  given 
ae  15,944,  a decrease  of  355  as  compared  with  the  1951  Census 
population  figure  of  16,299*  Between  1951  and  1961  there  was  a 
decline  in  the  population  in  all  the  Borough  yards,  with  the 
exception  of  Trinity  Jard  where  the  populace  increased  from  2,710

There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  within  the  town , and 
no  cases  of  Diphtheria,  the  last  case  of  this  disease  occurred 
l.IGHTEEN  years  ago. 


6 Lung  Tuberculosis  notifications  were  received,  and 
arrangements  were  made  in  each  case  for  a check  at  the  Chest  Clinic 
of  all  relatives  and  close  contacts. 

There  was  also  1 case  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  reported 
during  the  year. 

: There  were  2 notifications  of  Food  Foisoning,  both  in  the 

same  household.  Tinned  meat  was  thought  to  be  the  source  of 
infection,  but  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
proved  to  contain  "no  pathogenic  organisms". 


The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  town  in  June  with  the 
object  of  examining  the  general  public,  also  employees  of  local 
firms  and  factories,  and  any  special  cases  referred  by  General 
Prac titioners.

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IMMUNIZATION  AND  VACCINATION  - 

Protective  Immunization  and  Vaccination  against  Diphtheria, 
V/hooping  Cough,  Tetanus,  Smallpox  and  Poliomyelitis , are  undertaken 
by  the  General  Practitioners  and  at  the  Infant  Welfare  and  School 
Clinics.  There  are  two  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  in  Barnstaple, 
organised  by  the  Devon  County  Health  Authority.  These  are  held  at 
Sticklepath  and  at  the  Alexandra  Hoad  Clinics  each  week. 


CAHE  OF  THE  AGED  - 

Where  possible,  elderly  people  who  are  living  alone  are  given 
every  assistance  to  enable  them  to  remain  as  long  as  possible  in 
their  own  homes.  The  more  needy  cases  are  visited  by  the  Health 
Visitors,  and,  in  instances  of  ill-health,  by  the  District  Nurses, 


THE  HOME  HELr  SCHEME  - 

This  Devon  County  Council  scheme  is  still  run  in  Barnstaple 
by  the  W.V.S.-  through  Mrs.  M.  Hughes,  but  the  Rural  Area  is  now  run 
by  a paid  organiser,  Mrs.  Shirley. 

In  Barnstaple  Borough  there  are  now  77  Home  Helps,  full-time 
and  part-time.  Any  case  recommended  by  a Doctor,  Health  Visitor, 
District  Nurse,  or  Hospital  Almoner  may  have  the  services  of  a 
Hotae  Help. 

During  the  year  599  cases  have  been  dealt  with.  These 
include  old  people,  disabled,  blind,  illness  cases  of  all  kinds, 
also  maternity  cases.  There  are  now  l6  blind  people  being  looked 
after  by  Home  Helps,  and  46  old  people.  A number  of  these  cases 
would  certainly  have  to  go  to  Hospital  or  to  an  Old  People's  Welfare 
Home  were  it  not  for  the  Home  Help  Eervice.  25  maternity  cases 
were  looked  after  by  Home  Helps  in  their  own  homes. 

The  W.V.S.al^o  visit  any  old  person  living  alone  who  wishes 
to  be  visited,  and  they  do  their  shopping  for  them  and  help  in  every 
possible  way. 
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The  S.O.S.  .’Jindow  Card  Scheme  is  most  satisfactory. 

About  60  old  people  living  alone  have  these  cards,  on  the  back 
of  which  is  written  the  name  of  the  family  doctor,  the  nearest 
relative,  etc.  Should  any  assistance  be  required,  the  card  is 
put  in  the  window,  and  help  is  forthcoming.  The  Police  are  also 
aware  of  this  scheme,  and  it  gives  old  folk  a sense  of  security 
knowing  they  can  get  help  if  they  are  in  distress. 


’’MEALS  ON  ■.HEELS1*  - 

This  service  is  still  provided  by  the  W.V.S.  at  a cost  of 
1/-  per  meal.  Approximately  39  two-course  meals  are  delivered 
to  people  in  their  homes  each  Wednesday,  and  these  are  very  much 
appreciated. 


m LFARE  HOMES  FOR  THE  ELDERLY  - 

Elderly  persons  who  no  longer  wish  to  remain  in  their  own 
homes  can,  if  they  so  desire,  be  accommodated  at  the  County  Welfare 
Homes.  These  include  Beech  House  Welfare  Home  at  South  Molton, 
wl  ich  has  accommodation  for  100  elderly  persons  of  both  sexes;  and 
at  Torrington  there  is  the  Torridge  View  County  Welfare  Home  with 
accommodation  for  70  (ladies  only).  At  Barnstaple  the  newly- 
constructed  ’’Rosebank"  County  Welfare  Home  was  opened  early  in 
the  Spring.  This  Home  provides  accommodation  for  39  persons, 
both  males  and  females. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  I9A8,  SECTION  47,  and  AMENDMENT  ACT,  1931  - 

This  Section  deals  with  the  compulsory  removal  of  elderly 
persons  from  their  own  homes  to  a County  Welfare  Home.  No  cases 
were  dealt  with  under  this  Section  during  the  year. 


V/aTER  SUPPLIES  - 

The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  has  been  adequate  in 
quantity  and  satisfactory  in  quality  throughout  the  year. 
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The  water  to  the  Borough  is  supplied  by  the  North  Devon 
V/ater  Board.  The  water  intake  is  from  two  sources  : one  from  the 
River  Yeo  at  a point  some  5 miles  from  the  town.  This  water 
gravitates  to  the  treatment  works  at  Pilton,  where  it  is  first 
filtered  through  sand  filter-beds  and  then  chlorinated.  The  other 
source  of  supply  is  from  the  VJater  Board’s  reservoir  at  tfistlandpound. 
This  is  also  treated  by  filtration  and  chlorination. 

During  the  year,  91  bacteriological  samples  were  submitted 
for  examination.  90  were  satisfactory,  and  only  1 unsatisfactory. 

Two  samples  of  water  (filtered  and  chlorinated)  were  taken 
from  the  Swimming  Bath  at  Rock  Park.  One  sample  was  from  the  shallow 
end,  and  one  from  the  deep  end.  Both  were  very  satisfactory. 

Fluoridation  of  "Water  Supplies.  Towards  the  latter  part  of  1962 
a Ministry  of  Health  circular  was  received  which  stated  that  the 
Minister  was  ready  to  approve,  under  Section  28  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  19^8,  the  making  of  arrangements  with  Water 
Undertakings  for  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  water  supplies  which 
were  naturally  deficient  in  fluoride. 

The  natural  fluoride  content  of  the  Barnstaple  Borough  water 
supply  is  0.02  parts  per  million,  and  the  recommended  level  of 
fluoride  in  water  for  the  prevention  of  dental  decay  in  children  is 
1 part  per  million. 

The  addition  of  fluoride  to  drinking  water  had  the  support 
of  the  Standing  Dental  Advisory  Committee  (England  & Wales),  the 
Central  Health  Services  Council,  the  General  Dental  Council,  and  the 
British  Medical  Association.  Locally,  the  North  Devon  Division  of 
the  British  Medical  Association  were  strongly  in  favour. 

The  subject  was  fully  discussed  by  the  Barnstaple  3orough 
Council,  but  at  present  they  were  not  prepared  to  agree  to  the 
addition  of  fluoride  to  the  water  supply. 
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SEWERAGE  - 

Sewage  from  the  Borough  lying  on  the  north  bank  of  the 
River  Taw  is  untreated.  There  are  four  outfalls  through  which 
sewage  is  discharged,  three  of  which  open  directly  into  the  River 
Taw,  and  one  into  the  Bradiford  ater. 

The  majority  of  properties  in  the  town  are  connected  to 
the  main  sewer,  with  the  exception  of  a small  number  of  dwellings 
in  the  Raleigh  area  which  are  on  earth  closets,  and  a few 
dwellings  in  the  Newport  area  which  are  on  septic  tanks. 

With  regard  to  the  North  Bank  Sewage  Treatment  Jorks,  before 
any  further  progress  could  be  made  it  was  necessary  to  instal 
measuring  and  recording  equipment  at  Castle  and  Pottington  Quays.

A General  Practitioners'  Maternity  Unit  of  13  beds  is 
situated  at  "Highfield”,  Victoria  Road,  Barnstaple. 

At  Bicclescombe  Hospital,  Ilfracombe,  there  are  10  beds  for 
maternity  and  ante-natal  patients,  and  during  the  year  7 Barnstaple 
births  took  place  at  this  Hospital. 

There  are  also  4 beds  for  maternity  cases  at  Braunton  Nursing 
Home,  but  no  Barnstaple  births  occurred  there  in  1963*

The  Smallpox  Hospital,  to  which  any  cases  of  Smallpox  would 
be  sent,  is  Upton  Pyne  Hospital,  near  Exeter.  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  have  been  asked  that,  where  a suspected  case  of  Smallpox  is 
brought  to  their  notice,  the  Medical  Officer  in  Charge  of  the 
Isolation  Hospital  should  be  informed  as  soon  as  possible,  as  there 
may  be  a slight  delay  before  the  Hospital  is  ready  to  receive  patients.

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GENERAL  - 

The  North  Devon  Infirmary,  situated  in  Barnstaple,  serves 
the  area,  and  provides  modern  medical  and  surgical  treatment  for 
the  residents  of  the  district.  There  are  113  beds. 


Two  tfards,  with  a total  of  33  beds,  at  the  Alexandra  Hospital 
Barnstaple^  are  set  aside  as  an  Annexe  to  the  North  Devon  Infirmary, 
and  post ^operative  and  recovery  patients  are  transferred  there  as 
soon  as  possible. 

There  are  100  beds  for  the  chronic  sick  at  the  Alexandra 
Hospital . 

LABORATORY  - 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  of  which  Dr.  B.  Moore  is  the 
Director,  is  situated  at  Bradninch  Place,  Gandy  Street,  Exeter. 

It  is  completely  installed  with  the  necessary  equipment  for 
be cteriological  examinations  of  all  kinds.  Its  diagnostic  and 
consultative  services  are  available  for  all  Doctors. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  drinking  water  and  milk 
ai e also  carried  out  there. 

There  is  also  a Pathological  Laboratory  at  75  Boutport 
Street,  Barnstaple,  with  a full-time  Pathologist  and  technical 
staff  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  whole  North  Devon  area. 

The  Blood  Bank  is  also  situated  at  this  local  Laboratory.

I beg  to  submit  a Report  on  the  work  of  the  Borough's  Public 
Health  Inspectors  for  the  Year  1963  : 


The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  which  came  into  force  on  1st 
October  were  of  vital  importance  to  every  Public  Health  Department. 
They  made  standardised  meat  inspection  a statutory  Juty  of  Local 
Authorities,  and  provided  for  assistance  by  Ministry  Officers  v/here 
the  service  could  not  be  provided  locally.  In  addition,  they 
required  the  official  marking  of  carcases  passed  as  fit  for  humah 
consumption,  and  laid  down  a scale  of  maximum  charges  for  the 
inspections  carried  out.  This  last  feature  of  the  Regulations 
(actually,  an  optional  measure  since  1924)  naturally  found  opposition 
from  the  Meat  Trade,  though  the  maximum  permitted  charge  of  2/6d.  per 
carcase  of  beef  would  represent  barely  l/l^th  of  a penny  per  pound 
weight.  Everyone,  it  appears,  welcomes  a system  of  meat  inspection 
and  stamping  of  carcases,  but  there  are  differing  views  on  who  should 
pay.  One  hoped-for  feature  of  the  Regulations  was  not  forthcoming  : 
there  was  no  restriction  on  the  days  or  hours  of  slaughtering,  and 
so  Sunday  slaughtering  continues. 

- ' . 

,In  the  field  of  Housing,  one  year  generally  sees  the  results 
of  work  done  in  previous  years.  So  in  1963.  One  Public  Inquiry 
(the  last?)  was  held  in  July,  into  the  Council's  proposals  for  a 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  for  an  area  of  Gaydon  Street.  This  was 
later  confirmed  by  the  Minister. 

During  the  year,  a further  53  houses  were  demolished,  chiefly 
in  the  Derby  area  which  has  been  the  part  of  the  Borough  most 
changed  by  such  operations  over  the  past  eight  years,  and  has  now 
lost  270  of  its  dwell inghouses.  Few  sincerely  mourn  them. 

In  a less  spectacular  way,  housing  improvement  by  way  of  the 
providing  of  modern  amenities  in  older  houses  erected  without  then 
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has  been  brought  about,  chiefly  by  Local  Authority  Grants.  Figures 
supplied  by  the  Borough  Surveyor  show  that  33  houses  were  so 
improved  in  1963.  35  Applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  received, 

27  of  these  being  from  Owner/Occupiers,  and  8 from  tenanted  houses. 

Of  the  former,  one  was  refused,  and  one  withdrawn.  There  were  no 
applications  for  Discretionary  Grants.  Either  the  system  of  Improve- 
ment Grants  is  not  yet  fully  appreciated,  or  many  people  are  reluctant 
to  spend  the  price  of  a television  set  to  bring  lasting  comfort  and 
convenience  to  their  homes  or  those  of  their  tenants.  Many  pre-war 
houses,  in  other  respects  quite  fit  for  habitation,  are  lacking  in 
the  modern  amenities  that  such  grants  could  provide,  and  one  would 
need  to  be  only  a very  minor  prophet  to  forecast  legislation  that 
may  well  make  compulsory  the  standards  they  aim  at. 

As  an  example  of  what  can  be  achieved  in  the  way  of  improving 
the  older  properties,  the  17th  Century  Penrose  Almshouses  have  been 
provided  with  such  features  as  in  the  time  of  their  building  would 
have  smacked  of  witchcraft. 

The  total  number  of  houses  erected  by  the  Council  during  the 
year  was  12,  and  the  number  of  dwellings  built  privately  was  82. 

’ v Every  Annual  Report  should  contain  a tribute  to  the  work  of 
the  men  engaged  on  collection  and  disposal  of  the  Borough's  refuse. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  say  again  that  they  did  their  unpleasant  but 
essential  work  cheerfully  and  with  despatch.  The  Borough  is 
fortunate  and  rare  in  having  no  foreseeable  problem  in  finding 
tipping  space  for  the  next  15  years.  Beyond  that,  some  change  in 
disposal  methods  may  well  be  the  custom,  possibly  by  shredding, 
pulverising,  or  pulping.  Refuse,  today,  is  a light  material  of 
great  bulk.  Without  the  compressing  vehicles  now  largely  in  use 
the  collection  of  refuse  would  take  many  hours  longer  per  week. 
Controlled  tipping  without  the  aid  of  such  a tractor  as  is  in  use 
would  be  as  unthinkable  as  a farmer  reaping  by  hand.  The  often- 
praised  appearance  of  the  completed  tipping  areas  is  due  to  its 
levelling  and  compacting  action. 

In  Food  matters,  as  in  previous  years,  the  obvious  thing  is 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  large  Supermarkets  or  Self-Service 
Stores.  Events  in  other  towns  hay£  shown  that  food-borne  epidemics 
will,  naturally,  affect  many  more  people  if  such  a Store  is  the 
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supplier  of  the  infected  food.  Against  this,  they  are  planned  with 
hygiene  really  in  mind,  and  have  the  benefit  of  laboratory  and 
research  staffs  that  the  small  trader  cannot  command. 

Very  few  food  handlers  took  advantage  of  a course  of  lectures 
organised  by  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public  Health  & Hygiene  through 
the  North  Devon  Technical  College,  Barnstaple.  It  is  hoped  those 
few  will  infect  others  in  a benign  and  ’’immunising"  way. 

The  following  tables  and  reports  give  details  of  the  work 
done  by  the  Department.  A list  of  total  visits  is  also  appended, 
but  such  figures  are  only  the  bare  bones  of  yet  another  year's  work. 
There  can  be  no  records  kept  of  the  innumerable  interviews  or 
chance  encounters,  which  may  often  produce  better  results  than 
statutory  action.  Very  few  workers  come  into  as  close  contact  v/ith 
the  lives  and  homes  of  the  townspeople. 

I an  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  all  Members  of  the  Council,  and  the  Staffs  of  other  Depart- 
ments for  their  unfailing  courtesy  and  co-operation.  Custom 
certainly  does  not  stale  my  especial  mention  of  Mr.  Pye  and  Miss 
fennel 1 for  their  invaluable  assistance  in  1963*  as  in  years  past.
